FRONT PAGE OF DAILY MAIL CARRIES FOLLOWING HEADLINES: "KK'S 
WARNING TO US SECRETARY OF STATE: 'DON’T GIVE TRICKY SMITH 
AND CHANCE;" BLOODY RIOTS GREET DR K IN SA;" "SMITH HOPES 
TO MEET KISSINGER;" "MY CONDITION ON MEETING IAN - BY KISSINGER." 

"WARNING" STORY BYLINED "BY STAFF REPORTER" SAYS "PRESIDENT 
KAUNDA YESTERDAY WARNED US SECRETARY OF STATE HENRY KISSINGER 
TO AVOID GIVING ANY LEGITIMACY TO REBEL LEADER IAN SMITH WHEN HE 
MEETS HIM IN PRETORIA." REMAINING STORY BASICALLY VERBATIM ACCOUNT

REASON FOR VISITING PRETORIA WAS TO WATCH RUGBY GAME AND HOLD 
TALKS WITH VORSTER AND THAT KISSINGER VISIT SUBSEQUENTLY 
DEVELOPED AT SAME TIME. MR. SMITH SAID HE HOPE AMERICAN POLICY 
TOWARDS RHODESIA WOULD DIFFER FROM BRITISH DEMANDS THAT THERE 
SHOULD BE BLACK RULE IN THE COUNTRY WITHIN TWO YEARS. 'IF THERE 
IS NO CHANGE I DO NOT HOLD OUT MUCH HOPE OF SUCCESS OR OF 
ACHIEVING A SETTLEMENT,' MR. SMITH SAID." REUTERS QUOTES SMITH
